PRUNING  SHRUBBERY 


The  following  suggestions  regarding  the 
pruning  of  shrubbery  are  given  by  the  spe- 
cialist in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Penn 
sylvania  Department  of  Agriculture.  To  do 
this  successfully  one  must  know  the  various 
plants  grown,  because  a  whole  year's  bloom 
can  be  lost  by  pruning  at  the  wrong  time 
Shrubs  which  bloom  on  the  current  season's 
growth  must  be  pruned  during  the  Winter  or 
early  Spring.  They  are:  Abelia,  Actinidia, 
Amorpha,  Bignonia,  Buddleia,  Callicarpa, 
Calycanthus,  Ceanothus,  Clematis  (of  the  see 
tions  Fiammula,  Viticella,  Jackmanii,  and 
Lanuginosa),Clethra,  Cornus,  Diervilia  Cana- 
densis, Genista,  Balesia,  Hibiscus,  Hydran 
geas  (native  species  and  also  Hydrangea  Pani 
culata),  Kerria,  Ligustrum,  Lonicera,  Mock 
Orange  (Philadelphus;,  Sumac  (Rhus),  Rose 
Acacia  (Robinia  Hispida),  Roses  (only  teas 
hybrid  teas  and  hybrid  perpetuals),  Spiraeas 
that  bloom  in  Summer  and  Autumn  (S.  Ariae- 
folia,  Salicifolia,  Sarbifolia,  Billiardii,  Doug- 
lasii,  Callosa  or  Fortune!  and  its  varieties, 
Corymbosa,  Bumalda  and  its  variety  Anthony 
Waterer  and  Lindleyiana)  Coral  and  Snow- 
berry  (Symphoricarpos),  and  Viburnum 
Tinus. 

The  following  are  Spring  flowering  shrubs, 
the  blossoms  being  borne  on  wood  produced 
the  previous  season.  They  must  be  pruned 
immediately  after  the  blooming  period  has 
passed.  Varieties  are  as  follows:  Shad-Bush 
(Amelanchier),  "Shrub"  (Calycanthus),  Red- 
Bud  (Cercis),  Clematis  (patens  and  florida), 
Crataegus,  Broom  (Cytisus),  Deutzia,  Weigela 
(Diervilia  Rosea  and  varieties),  Exocnorda, 
Forsythia,  Hydrangea  (Asiatic  species),  Loni- 
cera Fragrantissima  and  L.  Standishii,  Tree 
Pseony  (Pseonia  Moutan),  Flowering  Apples 
(Pyrus),  Roses  (except  those  mentioned  for 
Winter  pruning),  Rhodotypos,  Ribes,  Sam- 
bucus  Nigra,  Spiraeas  (as  follows:  Chamaedri- 
folia,  Hypericifolia,  Opulifolia,  Ulmifolia, 
Prunifolia,  Argentea,  Vanhouttei,  Reevesi- 
anaand  its  varieties,  Thunbergii),  Lilac  (Sy- 
ringa),  Tamarix  Gallica  and  T.  Africana, 
Viburnum  Opulus  and  varieties,  V.  Lantana 
and  V.  Plicatum,  and  Wisteria.

My  Special  Letter  No.  8 

J  wonder  it  auy  ot  you  could  estimate,  with 
any  reasonable  degree  of  accuracy,  the  number 
of  letters  received  by  me  in  response  to  my 
Letters  JVos.  Six  and  Seven?  A  goodly  number. 
I  can  assure  you  Some  of  them  are  very  brief, 
but  emphatic:  others  more  lengthy  and  sug 
gestive;  every  one  helpful. 

In  order  to  form  an  accurate  judgment  of  the 
result,  after  reading  every  letter  I  carefully 
marked  on  each  the  point  it  emphasized  especi- 
ally. And  now  1  have  just  finished  tabulating 
the  result.  1  wish  space  would  permit  the 
printing  of  every  letter,  but  I  must  be  satisfied 
with  giving  you  a  resume. 

One  feature  emphasized  most  pronouncedly 
in  over  98  per  cent,  of  the  letters  is  that  the 
people  of  our  country  need  and  must  have  a 
publication  about  flowers,  with  preference  for 
Parks  Floral  Magazine. 

The  next  point  most  unanimously  insisted 
upon  is  that  the  Floral  Magazine  should  be  de- 
voted exclusively  to  flowers.  The  Hill  and 
Hollow  Papers  and  Pine  Tree  Nature  Club  are 
very  highly  approved  of,  but  the  preference  is 
very  decided  that  the  space  occupied  by  them 
be  given  up  to  floral  matters.

My  reference  to  "The  Housekeeper''  of  older 
days,  brought  considerable  response,  and  I  was 
especially  interested  in  a  letter  from  Ohio,  in 
which  a  subscriber  writes :  "The  Housekeeper 
was  my  guide  in  the  first  years  of  wifehood 
and  motherhood,  and  1  shall  never  forget  Pru- 
dence. Sylvia  Silverthorn,  Kit  Clover,  and  the 
others".  Prudence  and  Kit  Clover  passed  to 
the  beyond  years  ago,  but  Eflie  W.  Merriman 
i?  still  writing.  Heading  such  a  letter  is  my 
excuse  for  telling  you  a  little  bit  of  a  secret, 
that  I  have  never  forgotten  the  success  of  The 
Housekeeper  in  the  nineties,  when  it  was  at 
its  height,  and  I  have  dreamed  that  as  soon  as 
Parks  Floral  Magazine  is  where  I  want  it  to 
be,  I  would  like  to  publish  a  monthly  journal 
for  the  home  keepers  of  America,  that  would 
furnish,  in  an  intimate,  "homey"  style,  the 
practical  directions  and  help  I  cannot  help  but 
feel  so  many  of  the  young  wives  and  home 
makers  of  America  need,  and  would  be  glad  to 
have. 

Where  do  they  get  such  "leading"  informa- 
tion and  help  today  ?  Certainly  not  in  so  very 
many  of  their  homes,  as  far  as  1  can  judge, 
because  it  does  not  seem  the  idea  of  the  moth- 
ers of  today  to  fit  their  girls  to  become  practi- 
cal, frugal,  experienced  from  doing  it,  house- 
keepers, and  capable,  wise  managers.  Or  per- 
haps the  mothers  do  not  feel  that  they  can 
teach  their  daughters.  It  is  true  that  the  pub- 
lic schools  have  tried  to  make  up  for  the  lack 
of  home-traming,  but  I  wonder  it  the  school 
should  be  forced  to  use  time  and  public  money 
in  an  endeavor  to  make  up  for  the  failure  of 
parents,  time  and  effort  which  could  be  very 
much  better  occupied  in  imparting  a  more 


thorough  knowledge  of  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic?  I  am  inclined  to  think  there  is  a 
great  field  open  for  a  publication  along  the 
lines  of  the  old  Housekeeper.  But  this  is  aside 
from  our  subject.   Now,  to  go  back. 

Another  point  brought  out  very  clearly  m 
this  multitude  of  letters  is  the  genera)  desire 
that  Parks  Floral  Magazine  be  made  larger  . 
One  writer  especially  says :  "1  believe  you 
should  make  a  more  attractive  and  larger  paper 
and  charge  more  for  it".  This  particular 
friend  says  that  she  believes  the  subscribers  of 
Parks  Floral  Magazine  would  gladly  pay  25, 
35  and  even  50  cents  for  a  larger  magazine.  We 
certainly  plan  to  give  you  a  larger  magazine, 
and  we  would  have  to  charge  you  more  for  it,

Of  course  a  very  marked  increase  in  the 
amount  of  advertising  we  carry  for  other  peo- 
ple would  help  us  to  give  you  some  forty-eight 
and  sixty-four  page  numbers  without  an  in 
creased  subscription  price.  But  we  must  first 
build  up  the  advertising  patronage  to  such  a 
point  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  print 
more  than  thirty-two  pages  to  accommodate  it. 

To  be  perfectly  frank  with  you,  we  expect  to 
catch  up  this  Summer  so  that  the  Magazine 
will  be  in  the  hands  of  every  subscriber  by  the 
first  day  of  the  month  it  is  dated. 

This  having  been  accomplished  and  main- 
tained for  a  few  months,  the  amount  of  adver- 
tising offered  to  us  will  begin  to  increase  per- 
ceptibly, so  that  1  really  believe  during  1924  it 
will  be  necessary  for  us  to  print  about  two 
forty-eight  page  numbers,  and  at  least  one, 
possibly  two,  of  sixty-four  pages.  Running  a 
larger  Magazine,  at  least  occasionally,  will 
give  us  more  space  for  reading  matter,  so  that 
you  will  have  a  better  idea  of  what  we  intend 
the  Magazine  to  be,  and  be  glad  to  listen  to  a 
plan  we  are  almost  ready  to  propose  to  you, 
that  would  enable  us  to  get  ready  to  make  the 
page  of  the  Magazine  about  9  by  12  inches,  and 
to  consider  arranging  a  cover  for  it,  and  charg- 
ing 25  cents  a  year ;  perhaps  a  little  more 

1  wish  it  might  be  my  privilege  to  announce 
today  that  by  next  Fall  you  will*  have  this 
larger,  more  attractive  Magazine  you  ask  for, 
butit  would  require  au  additional  investment  in 
machinery  and  equipment  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  we  cannot  yet  afford  to 
put  that  amount  of  money  into  it.

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Gorgeous,  Brilliant  Poppies 


HE  Poppy  family  is  quite  a  large  one, 
containing  about  seventeen  genera  and 
one  hundred  and  thirty  species.  Many 
of  these  have  large,  ornamental  flowers, 
which  are  very  showy,  but  have  petals  which 
drop  easily  and  consequently  are  not  desired 
as  a  cut-flower.  Many  of  our  most  beautiful 
Poppies  are  simply  forms  of  the  Opium  Poppy, 
Papaver  JSomniferum.  This  Poppy  yields  a 
narcotic  juice  from  which  is  manufactured 
the  opium  of  commerce  and  which  is  fre- 
quently used  to  produce  sleep  and  relieve 
pain  5  so,  on  this  account,  it  has  been  made 
the  symbol  of  consolation,  in  the  language  of 
flowers.  The  ancients,  who  regarded  sleep 
as  the  great  physician  and  the  great  consoler 
of  human  nature,  crowned  the  God  of  Sleep 
with  a  wreath  of  Poppies.  Somnus  was  this 
God's  name,  and  the 
palace  in  which  he 
abided  was  represented 
as  a  dark  cave  into 
which  the  rays  of  the 
sun  never  penetrated. 
At  the  entrance  to  so 
gloomy  a  palace  grew 
many  Poppies  and 
other  som n  if  erous 
herbs.  The  Drea  m  s  , 
those  sons  of  Night, 
kept  vigil  over  his 
couch,  attended  by  his 
son,  Morpheus,  who 
holds  a  vase  in  one 
hand,  while  grasping 
with  the  other  a  spray 
of  Poppies. 

Shakespeare  puts  in 
the  mouth  of  King 
Henry  IV  this  apos- 
trophe to  sleep: 

"How  many  thousands  oi 

my  poorest  subjects 
Are  at  this  hour  asleep.  O 

sleep,  O  gentle  sleep, 
Nature's  soft  nurse,  how 

have  I  frightened 

thee,  ^..EBROG  POPPY 

That  thou  no  more  will  weight  my  eyelids  down, 
And  steep  my  "senses  in  forgetfulness." 
This  is  rightly  understood  when  we  imagine 
the  mind  of  a  monarch  troubled  with  the 
many  cares  of  state. 

Several  flowers  display  the  true  figure  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  and  one  of  these  is  a  variety  of 
Papaver  somniferum  commonly  called  Dane- 
brog,  which  displays  a  beautiful  white  cross 
in  its  center. 

Somnus,  the  God  of  Sleep,  was  always  rep- 
resented crowned  with  Poppies,  or  else,  lying 
surrounded  by  them,  while  the  garland  which 
bedecked  Ceres,  the  Goddess  of  Grain,  was 
also  made  of  these  flowers  interwoven  with 
barley,  or  bearded  wheat ;  hence,  the  Poppy 
was  sacred  to  Ceres,  and  it  is  still  called  the 
Corn  Rose  m  some  parts  of  England.  The 
Corn  Poppy  has,  since  the  Great  War,  become 
famous  as  the  Poppy  of  Flander's  Fields. 


Under  this  name  it  has  been  incorporated  in 
many  a  song  and  verse.  The  scientific  name 
of  this  gorgeous,  scarlet  Poppy  is  Papaver 
Rhoeas,  which  name  it  received  from  Rea  or 
Cybele,  mother  of  Zeus  or  Jove  and,  there- 
fore, the  mother  of  the  Gods.  She  was  wor- 
shipped by  the  ancients  and  was  represented 
as  wearing  a  wreath  of  Poppy-heads. 

The  Poppy  was  also  used  in  love  divination, 
and  the  young  girls  of  Switzerland  are  yet 
wont  to  make  the  Poppy  reveal  their  lover's 
fidelity.  One  of  the  petals  is  placed  in  the 
hollow  of  the  left  hand,*and  this  is  struck 
with  the  right.  If  it  bursts  with  a  loud  noise 
it  signifies  that  he  who  loves  them  is  sincere, 
the  loud  report  symbolizing  the  kiss  that  he 
would  gladly  impress  upon  her  cheek ;  but  if  it 
makes  no  noise  it  is  significant  that  there  is  a 
lack  of  sincerity  in  his 
affections. 

Despite  its  fragility, 
the  Poppy  has  heraldic 
memories  and  connec- 
tions which  may  claim 
our  notice.  It  is  said 
that  when  the  Arch- 
duke Maximil  1  i  an  o  f 
Austria,  with  his  wife, 
Charlotte,  accepted  the 
Empire  of  Mexico,  and 
crossed  the  seas  to  take 
possession  of  their  new 
dominionsjthey  wished 
to  institute  an  order  to 
be  bestowed,  as  a  mark 
of  favor,  on  those  of 
their  subjects  they 
wished  to  honor.  The 
Empress  insisted  that 
the  color  of  the  ribbon 
of  this  order  should  be 
a  bright  red,  but  when 
Napoleon  III  of  France 
heard  of  it,  he  was 
wroth,  beca  use  the 
color  of  his  own  Legion 
of  Honor  was  red,  and 
he  did  not  wish  it  to  be 
copied.  The  young  Empress  persisted,  how- 
ever, and  enclosed  a  Poppy  petal  in  a  letter  to 
the  Emperor,  declaring  that  the  Order  of 
Nature  was  before  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and 
that  she  chose  that  ribbon  from  the  scarlet 
hue  of  the  Poppy. 

The  milky  juice  of  the  Poppy  has  been  used 
in  the  cure  of  warts.  According  to  Culpeper, 
the  old  English  herbalist,  the  Poppy  was 
under  the  dominion  of  the  moon,  and  in  those 
times  when  superstition  and  medicine  were 
closely  allied,  opium  was  supposed  to  be  the 
tears  that  fell  from  it. 

The  charming  Shirley  Poppy,  which  is  a  fa- 
vorite with  those  who  have  grown  it,  was 
originated  by  the  Rev.  W.  Wilks,  in  his  garden 
at  Shirley  Vicarage,  England.  This  strain  of 
Poppies  came  from  the  wild  Corn  Poppy 
which  grows  so  abundantly  in  the  grain  fields 
of  the  old  world.       Antone  J.  Soares,  Calif. 
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Dear  Floral  Friends:  I  have  heard  so 
many  queries  about  geraniums  that  I 
shall  tell  you  how  Mother  and  I  have 
raised  them  for  years.  We  go  to  the 
woods  and  get  fine  loam  with  which  we 
mix  a  very  little  sand,  say  about  one-

tenth,  then  fill  the  pot  a  quarter  full  of 
charcoal  and  two-thirds  full  of  the"  dirt 
mixture  and  set 'the  plant  in  it. 

When  the  plants  are  dry  and  dusty 
they  are  put  in  a  tub  of  strong  soapsuds 
and  sprinkled  with  suds  until  the  dust  is 
all  washed  off  the  leaves.  This  is  usu- 
ally once  in  two  weeks,  and  the  soil  is 
well  soaked  at  each  watering,  but  never 
kept  soaked.  After  each  time  we  do  this, 
we  let  them  get  dry,  or  as  dry  as  they 
can  without  injury.  Once  in  two  or  three 
months  a  little  weak  manure-water  is 
given  them.  If  the  soil  begins  to  look 
soggy  we  stir  in  a  few  hard  woods  ashes. 
Always,  after  watering,  when  the  surface 
soil  begins  to  dry,  we  take  an  old  fork 
and  stir  soil  about  the  plants. 

In  the  latter  part  of  August,  or  early 
September,  we  pinch  out  all  buds  and  do 
not  allow  the  plants  to  bloom.  This  also 
tends  to  make  them  branch,  and  we  al- 
ways have  beautiful  geraniums,  full  of 
winter  blooms.  As  I  am  a  lumber-jack's 
daughter  you  see  we  have  moved  a  great 
many  times  and  have  not  always  had  a 
nice  sunny  window,  but  I  have  found, 
with  special  care  not  to  let  them  get  tpo 
dry  or  let  the  soil  sour,  we  had  nice 
plants  even  in  a  partially  shaded  win- 
dow. We  have  even  raised  them  in  a 
north  window.

A.  A  very  rich  soil,  especially  if  charge* 
with  potash,  produces  plenty  of  foliage  and  f e^ 
blooms.  Use  a  sandy,  fibrous  soil  and  kee 
your  plants  in  a  partially  shaded  window  fo 
best  results.  If  you  need  any  fertilizer  us 
bone-meal,  but  use  it  sparingly.— EDITOR 

Q.  What  is  the  name  of  a  plant,  used  in  cera< 
teries, which  has  little  blue  flowers,  and  glossy  greej 
foliage?  It  creeps  over  the  ground.— H.  P  ,  Wis. 

A.  The  plant  to  which  you  refer  is  Vine 
Minor,  known  as  Common  Periwinkle  an 
Blue,  Running  or  Trailing  Myrtle.-EDITOI

A.  As  soon  as  danger  of  frost  is  past,  be 
your  Calla  out  in  a  sunny  place  and  let  JSfaturj 
take  care  of  it  during  the  Summer.  In  the  earl 
Autumn  lift  the  tuber,  dry  it  off,  and  keep  it  i 
a  dry,  cool,  shady  place  until  time  to  repo 
about  two  months.— EDITOR. 

q.  I  have  had  a  Christmas  Cactus  lor  lourte* 
years  and  it  has  never  bloomed.  What  can  I  do  t 
it?— M.  S.  N  ,  Penna. 

A.  Your  pot  is  probablv  too  large  for  tt 
plant.  The  Christmas  Cactus  blooms  mo 
profusely  when  root-bound.  Give  it  a  small. 
pot,  in  a  sunny  place,  and  water  sparing  R 
during  the  Autumn  months.  When  buds  beg 
to  show,  be  more  liberal  with  watering  and  < 
casionally  use  a  week  fertilizer  —EDITOR.

A.  Continue  watering  the  Lily  until  t 
foliage  begins  to  fade,  then  allow  the  soil 
become  almost  dry,  and  keep  it  in  a  moi 
cool  place  until  Fall,  when  it  can  be  bedd 
out,  setting  the  bulb  about  six  inches  bene? 
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the  surface,  and  covering  with  rich,  porous 
soil  —EDITOR.

A.  Cover  the  top  of  the  soil  in  your  seed 
box  w  ith  sand,  as  this  can  be  kept  dry  between 
waterings.
